"Washington. March 27.—The senate 


cornm:t:t* on tht- Philippines conclud- 
ed consideration cf the Philippine gov- 
erameat bili with the exception of the 
portion relating to the currency of the 
island. The full committee adopted 
tae following as a section of the bill: 
"That all inhabitants of the Philip- 
pine Islands contintiing to reside 
therein who were Spanish subjects on 
the llth day of April. 1S95. aad then 
resided in the Philippine Islands, and 
their children born subsequent there- 
to shall be deem?^ and heid to be 
citizens of liif Philippine Islands, and 
as seen entitled to the protection of 
the United States, except such as shall 
have elected to preserve their alieg!- 
aiK» to the frown of Spain in accord- 
ance with ;.ie pro-, isions of the treaty 
of peace between the United States 
and Spain."
